I shall  esteem  it  a great  favour  if  you  will  kindly  inform  me  on  the 
appended  leaf  whether  your  Library  possesses  copies  of  any  of  the  works 
of  Liddel  (Nos.  1 to  20);  or  of  Theses  under  his  presidency  (Nos.  21  to 
102;  or  others  unknown  to  me);  or  of  Nos.  103  and  107)  which  also 
I have  been  unable  to  examine.

Dr.  Alexander  Kilgour  refunds  the  amount  of  the 
Liddel  bursary  held  by  him,  to  found,  in  gratitude  to  Dr.  Liddel 
and  to  keep  the  name  of  a very  learned  man  and  one  of  the  most 
generous  benefactors  of  Marischal  College  before  the  students,  the 
Liddel  prize  for  Greek  and  Latin  verse. 

1863.  The  University  Commissioners  of  1859,  by  Ordinance 
No.  49,  regulate  the  Liddel  bursaries. 

1881.  The  Aberdeen  (Endowed  Institutions)  Provisional 
Order  regulates  the  Liddel  bursaries,  assigning  them  to  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine. 

1895.  Liddel’s  arms  included  in  the  heraldic  window  of  the 
Mitchell  Hall,  Marischal  College.
